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PANTHER VS. RATTLESNAKE, 


Aad a Lone Fishermas Have avn Adventure 
| Near the Ked Kiver of the Soath. 

Three men set on a settee in one corner of 
the barroom of the Miners’ Arnis, in Front 
street last evening, with heads close together, 
smoking short brier-root pipes and teiking in 
asiow way, 0s iftbey had tostop and throw 
their weight on it before getting a word longor 
than cne syllable spoken.

CARP IN GEORGIA. 


The Review of the Situation in this New Ia- 
di 6 1y--20,000 Carp Pounds in Operation. 
Since my !ast report, the inicrest in the eal- 

ture of this fish has increased encrmously, not 

ouly in this state, but nearly every state and 
territory in the union. Colonel M. McDonald, 

of the United States fish commussion, page 261, 

bulletin of the commission, says: ‘The carp, 

wherever planted under favorable conditions, 
and receiving reasonable care and attention, 
bave grown, bred and multiplied rapidly. 

Thirty thousand distinct bodies of water in 

every section of the United States, have been 

occupied with this fish. These represent an 
aggregate area of 100,000 acres of waste water 
which have been converted into profitable, al- 
most spontancous, preduction, yielding, ata 
moderate estimate, 20,000,000 pounds of food 
per annum, and adding $1,000,000 annually to 
the value of the products of the country.” 

EDIBLE QUALITIES OF CARP. 

To those having eaten carp, no proofis need- 
ed of its fair table qualities; but so frequently 
inquiries are propounded, asking what is the 
best pond fish, that itis deemed that a few 
paregraphs are appropriate. That the carp 
in the southern states takes on the most rapid 
growth of any known pond fish is conceded. 
As occasionally an adverse criticism appeared 
in the public prints, Profeesor Baird took un- 
ecmmon pains during lust year to settle the 
question. Mr. Charles W. Smiley, in charge 
of the bulletin of the United States fish com- 
missioner, was directed to send out cereain in- 
quiries to those to whom carp had been sent 
out by the United States fish commissioner, of 
the hatchings of 1879 and 1880. The circular 
sent out contains fifteen questions, covering 
the whole field of carp culture.. One of these 
questions was, “Have you eaten carp?”’ How 
were they cooked? and what was the opinion 
of their edible qualities?” Atthe time publi- 
cation was made,600 replies had been received, 
coming in from twenty-three states and _terri- 
tories; up to that time 350 had not tasted carp, 
242 had eaten them. ‘The answers were classi- 
fied as follows: moderate praise, from fair to 
very good, 40; unqualified praise, and very 
emphatic expression of approval, 95; com- 
perison with other fish, very generally com- 
plimentary. 39; criticism as to softness or mud- 
dy taste, 1; indifferent and uncomplimentary 
reports, aside from muddy taste and softness, 
10. A few opiniéns as regards bones, 7; favor- 
able reports containing hints on the various 
ways of cooking carp. 51—Total, 242. 

Of these 242 reports, 58 only contained the 
slightest reflection on Many otf these 
criticisms were decidedly slight, and nearly 
every one of these criticisms can be explained 
away. itis a fact well known to fish cultur- 
ists that no fish is firat-class for table at or 
immediately after the spawning time. Itmay 
be conceded that the carp is a fair table fish: 
mavy of the correspondents alluded to above 
stating their qualities equal to shad, trout, or 
ruck fish. There are several things aie ip. 
to carpculture not yet well: understood, anc 
prominent among thése is the necessity to 
completely drainevery carp pond. Cheapness 
and efliciency aretwo important items. The 
drain pipe should pass out from the bottom of 
the kettle or receiver, so that the drainage may 
I have examined or tested many 
plans, and have finally decidedly on the fol- 
lowing, and shall soon remove from my own 
ponds the expensive iron piping, with their 
cate valves, and supply their places with this. 
The defect in the plan where the main piping 
is used in teis; the strainer at the end of the 
pipe being placed in the collector, is soon com- 
pletely clogged by the action of the carp, in 
turning up the mud with their heads, so that 
when the gates are turned no water will pass 
through the pipes; and ifthe pond is several 
feet deep itis exceedingly diflicult to remove 
the obstruction. 

The simple apparatus thatis recommended 
is a wooden box running crosswise through 
the dam, from the lowest point in the kettle, 
eo that it will insure the complete emptying of 
the pond, made of heart pine plank being 
twelve inches wide and two tnick, securely 
nailed together. The upright part is of the 
same material and size and joins it at right 
sngles, and of sufficient length to extend some 
distance above the water line. This is made 
secure to the horizontal! portion and it will be 
of great advantage to give the whole a dress- 
ing ofcoaltar. The side ofthe upright next 
to the pond is left open and narrow strips are 
nailed to the uprights on the inside to consti- 
tute grooves for the gate pieces. <A strainer of 
wire, secured in a-frame of the same size as the 
gate pieccs goes above the gate piece. When 
it is desired to empty the pond; removing the 
highest gate piece and substitute the strainer. 
When the water line is lowered to the next 
gate piece, remove it and substitute the 
strainer fur it, as in the first instance, and so 
on until the water is drawn down nearly to 
the collector, then the mud can be removed 
from the collector, the fish dispersing while 
this is being done. The water can then be 
drawn off until the fish are drawn into the col- 
lector or kettle, when they can be readily re. 
moved with the dip net, when the last gate 
piece can be taken outand the kettle com- 
pletely emptied. Tho only defect is in making 
the gates tight. Ifthe water supply is abun- 
dant this ia of no consequence, as the leakage 
would not allow the small fish to pass out aad 
still might constitute apart of the overflow. 
But if the water supply is limited this mi 
lower the pond at atime when you could 
afford to lose any water. 

Overflows—To make tbese efficient and <¢ 
the least possibie oaeee the strainers should 
be under the surface ofthe water, This will 
entirely prevent clogging by the leaves and 
trash brought down by the rains. A very 
simple planis to make a box with a joint, 
having a short leg and extending when 
in position afoot or so _ below the 
water line, the strainerbeing aitached to 
the lower end of the short leg. 

Enemics.—These are very numerous. But 
fortunately many of them can be readily dis- 
posed of with the shot gun. Snakes are ex- 
ceedingly troublesome. Dr. Hessel, sunerin- 
tendent of the carp ponds at Washington, 
+tates that on the 26th of August, 1883, since 
the first day of the preceding July 900 snakes 
were killed, mostly with the shot gun. He 
states that a meditim sized snake will destroy 
forty youpg carpaday. This shows the im- 
perative necessity of keeping these pets out of 
the ponds. |

Farm Notes, 

The goou feeder of stock never gorges them, 
nor does he give more than will be eaten with 
arelish. It is not what is eaten, but what is 
digested that furnishes the profit. 

Stones are a nuisance in cultivated flelds, 
but it is none the lessa fact that there are 
many localities near cities and villages where 
they will well pay to haul off to sell for build- 
ing purposes. 

Under the pasturing and hay system of feed- 
ing, four or five acres are needed to keep a cow 
a year. With ensilaged corn fodder and soil- 
ing in summer, every acre may be made to 
keep its cow, provided the soil is made rich 
enough. 

The Essex and small Yorkshires are among 
the best of the small breeds of hogs, With the 
pure bred males of these animals crossed on 
sows of larger breed a better quality of hogs 
ean be grown than with either small or large 
breeds alone. 

In winter when the seil is saturated with 
water, winter wheat often does best on newly 
plowed sod. The soil doesnot pack so hard 
and the sod allows more drainage, so that the 
water does not rot and destroy the roots of the 
young plants. 

As freezing weather begins care should be 
taken that the potatoes in pits are not frozen. 
A second thick coating of straw with a very 
little earth over it makes an efficient protec- 
tion. Ifthe ground is frozen too deeply to use 
earth, stable manure will take its place. 

Rye isa crop which can be successfully 
grown by sowing later and on.poorer soil than 
is required for wheat. Any time before the 
ground freezes up will answer, and there will 
be a growth wel! worth the cost of the seed to 
plow under as green manure. 

A cow giving milk should never be fat. 
FKither the milk is deficient in quantity or 
quality, often both. The best cows are never 
fine looking animals, except tothe eye of an 
expert, whocan see behind the rough and 
bony frame evidences of good milking quali- 
ties. 

Red wheats will sueceed on poorer soil than 
white and wiil aiso endure the winter better on 
low land. The old fashioned Mediterranean 
wheat was especially adapted to low, moist 
soils, and so far as we has tested them all the 
red varieties excel in this quality of harduaess. 

Beets or mangol wurtzel are preferable to 
turnips for milch cows, as the latter roots are 
apt to flavor the milk objectionably. We can, 
however, avoid this difficulty to some extent 
by feeding the roots directly after milking. 
The odor passes oi! before the cows are miik- 
ed @ gain. 

The Arabs are sai@to feed horses from the 
ground in order to maintain the curve in the 
neck. Without doubt Arabian horses are 
among the best in the world, and if feeding on 
or near the ground Is one reason of their su- 
periority, it isan argument for low mangers 
that should not be overlooked. 

It land is naturally wet and has not been 
drained, most farmers think it exactly right 
for meadow. It will undoubtedly pay better 
mow than to cultivate in ordinary seasons, as 
the meadow requires less labor. But the fact 
remains that good grass will not long grow on 
soil always saturated with stagnant water. 

More bas been said about Texas fever of late 
because it is only recently that cattle from the 
guif states have been driven north, exposing 
our stock to the infection. In truth, this 
discase has been known more than a century, 
and it is probably one reason why improve- 
ment of the southerm stock has made such slow 
progress. 

A warm soil is quite as important as fertility 
in growing a good corn crop. Oneof the ad- 
vantages of stable manure and greensward 
plowed under lies in the fact that their fermen- 
tation adds tothe warmth of the soil. The 
same amount of plant food furnished in 
mineral manures which do not supply heat 
will net produce an equal effect. 

| Throwing salt on manure piles is an excel- 
‘lent plan at any season of the year. In sum- 
mer it aitracts moisture and prevents barning 
ofthe manure. In winter it.prevents severe 
freezing and ihus causes the manure to heat 
more readily. But the salt will probably dis- 
solve some of the fertilitp of the manure, 
which should be spread on the ground as soon 
as possible so thatthe plant fsod may be ab- 
sorbed in tH®%oil.

Concord and Worden, planted two years. He 
wishes to know how to treat for winter; also 
what to do for them in the spring. In some 
reepects the treatment will be the same for 
the one as the other, that is, in a climate like 
this, both requires protection, while it does not 
necessarily follow that a vine or plant as 
hardy es a Concord will not live through many 
of our winterns without any protection what- 
ever. Still, we often have sucha winter that 
hardly anything lesss hardy than an oak, will 
survive without some injury, and as we never 
are sure when this winter is to come, it is best 
to be prepared. Of roses, those mentioned are 
among the most bardy of the Remontant class, 
and the climber, Mrs. Hovey, is about the 
same in its class. These may be protected in 
several ways; a good method practiced “down 
east” istodraw the branches together and 
bing straw around them, securely fastening bv 
several bands, so that the whole may look neat 
and tidy. Another way with small bushes, is 
to bend over the ends, secure them to the 
ground by sod or forked branches of trees, and 
then cover with either sod reversed, which is 
excellent for the bushes, or loose litter, or any- 
thing at hand that will fill the bill, remember- 
ing that it does not requiae a great mass of 
anything, simply enough to keep the dry and 
plercing winds off the bark, which is un- 
doubtedly the principal seat of injury. Prun- 
ing roses is best left until the spring, while the 
grape vine should be pruned as soon as the 
leaves have dropped in autumn. If left until 
spring before pruning, bleeding is so profuse 
that it fora time weakens the vine, which 
dees not happen if pruned in autumn; the 
wound searing over during winter, little, if 
any, bleeding occursin spring. The same 
protection will do for grapea as given for roses, 
The best spring treatment consistsin leaving 
covered as long as possible, and not having 
them start while in their winter wraps. In the 
ease of the roses, prune when uncovered; this, 
with plants two years old, consists in cutting 
bnek the shoots to good sound wood, and pos- 
sibly in spreading the branches to counteract 
the binding up for the winter. The grape 
vines having bien already pruned will require 
nothing farther than to be uncovered, and the 
shools trained the position.—Prairie Farmer.
